WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—(4)— 
Treasury officials estimate work for 
100,000 additional men will be fur- 
nished this winter and in the next 
two years by the government’s $700.- 
000,000 public building program, about 
$500,000,000 of which is to be expend- 
ed outside of the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

In all, approximately 150,000 men 
will be given employment directly and 
indirectly during the winter and as 
more projects get under way the num- 
ber will be increased. At present 
government building construction is 
providing employment for 32,000. 

The increase of 100,000 in employed 
on public buildings will result from 
the getting under way of a number of 
large and costly buildings and addi- 
tional small projects.

More Babies, 
More Soldati. 


The recent census gave Italy a 
population of over 42,000,000. In 
fanother twenty years, Signor Musso- 
lini hopes the figure will be 60,000,- 
000. The birth-rate of Italy has in- 
creased by 9 per cent in twenty-two 
months, thus giving the densest popu- 
lation of any country in Europe ex- 
cept Germany and Belgium. 

It is recalled that Signor Musso- 
lini pleaded for more babies a few 
years ago. Addressing an audience 
of women, he said then: “Ladies, 
Italy, to count for anything, should 
enter the second half of this century 
with a population not less than 
60,000,000. Sixty million Italians will 
make felt the force of their strength 
in world history.” 

Statistics reveal that the population 
is 42,118,435, an increase of 3,407,- 
859 over 1921. In ten years the popu- 
lation increase 6.1 per cent, behind 
only Russia and Germany, but the 
‘rate of increase has been greater iu 
the few years since Mussolini inaugu- 
rated his campaign for large fami- 
lies. Since March, 1929, the birth- 
rate has been increasing steadily, the 
statistics show. The margin of births 
over deaths is almost twice as large 
as that of the nearest competitor, 
»\Germany. Fascist officialS contend 
that the “more babies” campaign has 
been entirely responsible for the rec- 
ord. There were twenty-six children 
born for every 1,000 inhabitants in 
Italy last year, while the death-rate 
was 13.7 per thousand. |

of medicine. 


The grocer, the ice man and the dry goods merchants must be paid 
promptly, for the need of their good will is constant; but money spent 
to keep the doctor in good humor may be wasted, for it is possible that 


he never will be needed again. 


Moreover, his right to pay is open to question. 
he was an instrument of providence, deserving of undying gratitude; 
but when the patient is well again there is the possibility that he might 
have recovered without a doctor, and, in any case, it shouldn’t take a 
day’s wages to pay for one short call. 

Many and varied are the reasons why the doctor is last of all servants 
to be paid, but chief of them and merged with all others is the fact that 
uobody can pay fare cheerfully if he has already had the ride. 

The doctor loses much because he can’t adopt the tactics of a collec- 
tion agency without loss of dignity, and the use of anonymous advertis- 
ing to plead his case is justified and commendable. 

Yet it is advertising, and advertising in any form has always been 
looked upon as an unethical practice followed only by charlatans and 


quacks. 


It isn’t a matter of ethics, however, so much as a matter of good 


taste. 


and as absurd as a writing man who

taste, and physicians could accomplish much by means of unsigned

I have been asked many times by 
those desiring to better their game if 
I actually pause at the top of the back- 

swing—that is. just 
before the  back- 
swing becomes the 
return or down- 
swing. 
All I can say on 
this point is: I 
wait for the club- 
head to return of 
its own free will. 
By no means do 
wilfully stop ac- 
tion of the club, 
If there is a 
fractional pause it 
is because I simply 
hold off coming 
back with the club 
Glenna Collett, until in my mind 
I am satisfied that 
I have the “right feel” of the club 
ready for the return. Then, I hit 
right on. . 

There is one point on whieh I am 
very careful. That is this: Above all, 
I try to avoid snatching the club 
back, hurrying it forward in natural 
eagerness to get the clubhead down 
and at the ball. 

On my swing I try to bear in mind 
that, coming back, the clubhead has 
a certain definite distance to travel. 
This distance must not he hurried. 

When I have that fact fixed in my 
mind, I find the swing is smooth and 
rhythmic with the ball behaving it- 
self accordingly.

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“CHINA ASKS. PRE

Opens Informal Negotiations | 
for Credit Purchase of 
Surplus. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—(®)— 
The Chinese government today began 
negotiations looking toward the pur- 
chase of farm board wheat for the 
relief of flood sufferers in the Yang- 
tse river valley. 

An informal inquiry was addressed 


to the state department to learn they. 


amount of wheat available on credit! 
terms. No definite proposition was 
included, however, either as to terms 
or quantity. 

The communication, forwarded here 
by the American consulate at Nan- 
king, was sent on to the farm board. 
The board controls more than 200,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat. 


While the board has had no oppor- 
tunity to consider the informal in- 
quiry of the Chinese government, 
Chairman Stone recalled today that 
he had held informal discussions with 
Minister Wu before the latter’s resig- 
nation in which he outlined the terms 
acceptable to the board for wheat pur- 
chases. These took. place several 
months ago. 

Stone termed China the greatest po- 
tential market in the world for all 
commodities. He said, however, there 
must be continued improvement in its 
transportation system and a more sta- 
ble government. 

State department officials described 
the Chinese suggestion as having been 
on a “business basis,” contemplating 
buying the undetermined quantity of 
wheat on credit. The grain stabiliza-
